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PROFESSOR SHORTT 
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A GREAT ECONOMIST 


Brilliant Scholar Whose Intellectual 
Attalnments Brought to Him 
Many Honcrs 


Prof, Adam Shortt, of the Civil 
Service Commission at Ottawa is 
generally described as “Canada’s lead- 
ing political economist.” 

Prof. Shortt was born in an old 
Ontario mill village called Kilworth, 
on the banks of the Thames, near 
London. His father was a miller. 
Later the village disappeared alto- 
gether, although another hamlet which 
sprung up some miles distant bears 
the name Kilworth Bridge. As a boy 
the coming political economist was 
a bard worker. He was a good stud- 
ent at the High school at Walkerton, 
and he “put himself through” Queen's, 
as most university students did in 
those days, by teaching school. After 
graduation at Queen’s he went, in 
1884, to Scotland and took post- 
graduate work at Glasgow and Edin- 
burgh Universities, repeating his re- 
cord at Queen’s by becoming in each 
4nstitution a medalist in philosophy. 
His long vacations he spent tramping 
through Great Britain and continenta! 
Europe picking up firsthand know- 
ledge of Old World social and indus- 
trial conditions. His interest steadily 
concentrated on political ecenomy, and 
returning to Canada, he was, in 1889, 
appointed lecturer in political science 
at Queen’s, and three years later he 
became professor in the same sub- 
Yect. 

Prof. Shortt is a well known writer 
on economic and historical subjects. 
Some years ago he cntributed to the 
Journal of the Canadian Bankers’ As- 
sociation a series of articles on the 
development of the Canadian banking 
and currency systems which repre- 
sented an immense amount of re- 
search and which were much dis- 
cussed. Perhaps his best known con- 
tribution to current problems is his 


PROF. ADAM SHORTT 


“Imperial Preferential Trade From a 
anadian Point of View,” a study of 
the British fiscal situation. 't re- 
vealed his belief in freedom of trade, 
coupled with recognition of the fact 
that wide variations of industrial and 
social conditions make it impossible 
to maintain that any one fiscal sys- 
tem is expedient for all times and 
places, and also his faith in the 
efficiency of autonomy as the only en- 
during basis of Imperial co-operation 
and unity. 

In his Life of Lord Sydenham in 
“The Makers of Canada” series, Prof. 
Shortt describes the course of events 
in the momentous days of the estab- 
iishment of responsiblo government in 
(Canada. In  colaboration with Dr. 
(Doughty, the Dominion Archivist, he 

a@ collection of constitutional 

oouments on the period from 1763 
to 1791, many of which are made ac- 
jeesetble for the first time. A second 
‘volume deals with the period from 
791 to 1841. These works led to the 
welection of Prof. Shortt and Dr. 
[Doughty as joint editors of'a new 
ten-volume history of Canada. 
_ When the first Labor Commussion 
jwas formed under the Lemieux Act, 
Prof, Shortt was appointed chairman, 
‘and in 1008 he was appointed one of 
the Civil Service Commissioners un- 
der the new Act. 

Of late years Prof. Shortt has done 
a@ good deal of speaking at Oanadian 
clubs and other gatherings. They 
say he never reads a novel. His 
chief hobbies are gardening and wood 
carving. In 1911 he was created a 
companion of St. Michael and 8t. 
George in the Coronation favors,

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FORTS ALONG STRAITS 


SURPRISED THE FLEET 


Big Shells From Guns on Warships 
Smothered Them With Their Fire 
But Material Damage Small 


Mr. E, Ashmead Rartlett, writing 
of the operations against the Dar- 
danelles sald: ; 

The days of the Turk in Europe are 
numbered, but no one will deny that 
he is dying hard and game. 

It has long been an accepted axiom 
of naval warfare that ships are of 
no use against forts, or that they 
fight at such a disadvantage that it 
ig not worh while employing them for 
5uch a purpose. 

This axiom must now be modified, 
after the experience which the fleet 
has gained in the present operations 
against the Dardanelles. Any _ fort 
built of stone or concrete, however 
strong, can be put out of action by 
direct fire from guns. if only a clear 
view of it can be obtained, or provid- 
ed aeroplanes are available to “spot” 
for the gunners, to signal back re- 
sults and correct the fire. Yet nothing 
amazed the gunners out here more 
thun the resisting power of these old 
forts round the Dardanelles. 

For instance, those at Seddul Bahr 
and Kum Kale, at the northern and 
southern eutrances to the Dardanelles, 
were subjected to a terrific bombard- 
ment by the combined fleets, both at 
long and short range. They were so 
completely smothered with fire that 
no one believed a stone-or a gun could 
be left standing. Their fire was, in 
fact, completely silenced. Yet, when 
the landing parties were put ashore 
to examine them, the material dam- 
age was found to be comparatively 
small, although they were mere 
shambles. 

Obstacles to Overcome 


Many of the guns were still intact, 
and one 9-inch was actually found 
loaded. The work of destruction had 
to be completed by the landing parties 
and the forts are now heaps of un- 
occupied ruins, with their guns lying 
about at all angles. 

The Turkish soldier fights very well 
behind entrenchments, but he is a 
very bad gunner, and possesses abso- 
lutely no knowledge of the science of 
war. But the Turkish army, directed 
by highly trained German officers, 
and having the advantage of their 
science and technical skill, is a very 
different enemy. 

The old axiom that ships are of no 
use against forts is quite inaccurate, 
but the enemy discovered that even 
the heaviest shells can do but a 
minimum of damage to a weil-con- 
Btructed emplacement of earth threwn 
up in front of agun. The great shells 
from the ships throw up an enormous 
amount of smoke and earth, but the 
actual damage is small. It can, in 
fact, generally be made good during 
the night, or when the weather is too 
thick to allow of shooting. A battle- 
ship has to score a direct hit on the 
gun itself before guns mounted in 
this simple manner can fairly be said 
to be out of action. The difficulty of 
scoring direct hits is enormous, es- 
Pecially when the fire is indirect and 
has to be corrected by aeroplanes, 
which are themselves constantly ex- 
posed to heavy shrapnel fire which 
it is impossible to keep under. 


Difficult Fighting Ground 


If the ground on the European and 
Asiatic sides of the Straits were flat 
the task would be comparatively easy, 
because the enemy’s guns could be 
kept out of range by the long-range 
6-inch guns of the ships. Unfortun- 
ately it is just the reverse. The Gal- 
Mpoli Peninsula is a jumble of hills, 
valleys, small rivers, low-lying ridges, 
and spurs which assume no regular 
formation, and which seem to have 
been specially designed by Nature to 
assist the defence of the Straits. In 
Parts the country is thickly wooded, 
in others the trees are sparse, and 
there are patches of low-lying ground 
which have been cultivated. The as- 
cent from the shore is steep and fair- 
ly high, and the ships must clear this 
initial obstacle before they can reach 
their mark. 

Amongst this hilly country there 
are innumerable positions where guns 
can be concealed, in valleys, behind 
When a gun 
or battery has been located by an 
eBeroplane it is often necessary to fire 
right over the top of several ridges 
of hills, and the smoke of the burst- 
ing projectiles cannot be seen, even 
from the control tops. The Asiatic 
shore of the Straits is lower, and is 
commanded along almost its whole 
length by the European. The bills 
are not so flush with the water, and 
{t is therefore easier to locate the 
batteries on that side. 


SHELLING HEADQUARTERS 


Men Sought Refuge In Well as Farm- 
house Was Smashed to Pieces 


What happens when the enemy’s 
artillery gets the range of a field 
headquarters is graphically told by 
Private H. Edwards of the Royal 
Fusiliers, as follows: 

“I and ten others were on guard 
ot headquarters. We were having our 
tea when we heard a terrible crash. 
I ran to the door to find that shells 
aimed at the headquarters were burst- 
ing all around. I knew it was hope- 


‘less to run into the open, so I and 


two chums jumped into a well in the 
cellar. There we stood up to the 
walst in water, with faces white wait- 
ing for the end. We could hear the 
groans of our comrades and the ter- 
rible crash of the shells. Suddenly 
we saw a blinding flash and heard a 
deafening roar. The top of the 
well seemed to jump on us. I re- 
member no more. 

“When I recovered consciousness I 
found that my two chums were dead. 
The shelling had ceased, so I climbed 
up again. What a terrible sight met 
my eyes! The farm was levelled to 
the ground, and my chums were all 
dead and frightfully mangled. Only 
three of us wore left alive.” 


Leather Medals 


Leather medals were originally con 
ferred as a genuine mark of honor. 
When King John of Fra:ce, captured 
at Agincourt, was forced to pay to 
Edward III. of England a ransom of 
3,000,000 gold crowns to effect his 
release, he was left without precious 
metal for coins or decorations. So he 
found it necessary to pay the palace 
expenses with leather money. He 
also used leather medals when he 
wished to confer honor on some nobla- 
man. The custom quickly arose of 
presenting “leather medals” as a 
burlesque distinction.
